REMARKS

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1-3 and 8-9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,968,219 B2 to Pattabiraman, et al. Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

As indicated above, the recitations of allowable claim 4 (and intervening claims 2-3) have 
been incorporated into claim 1 . Accordingly, claim 1 is allowable over Pattabiraman. 

Also, claim 10 has been written in independent form (with intervening claims 1, 8, and 

9).
